Edward Flannigan Killed By N. & W. Train Near Chillicothe 


Man Found Dead There 
Identified As Local Man; 
Body Terribly Mutilated 


A small pasteboard card in the 


form of an N. & W. railway pass 
served a. double purpose Thursday 
in indirectly sending 
Edward 


Flannigan, aged 37, one of Ports- 
mouth's beet known shoeworkers, 
to a tragic death and at the same 
time being the means of leading 
to his identity after his death. 


When Albert Spriggs, of Thirr 


teeuth street, read ill Thursday's 
Times that a man o£ that name 
and address had been killed by 
an N. & AV. train at Chillieothe he 
readily understood whnt had hap- 
pened. He knew the victim was 
Hd Flannigan and that lie himself 
probably was the innocent cause 
of his death. 


Spriggs immediately got in 


touch with his employer, W. L. • 
Baker, of the Home Service com-' 


pany. Mr. Baker in turn com- 
municated with Dan Flannigan, a 
brother of the young man, who 
called up Chillieothe and 
after 


conversing with .officials and se- 
curing a detailed description was 
satisfied that it was his brother. 
He went to Chillicotho Friday 
morning and expected to return 
with the body on a noon train. 


It appears that on Wednesday 


Flannigan called at the W. A. 
Wurster building on Chillicothe 
street, where the Home 
Service 


company is erecting a new addi- 
tion. He asked Jlr. Baker for a 
job. Sir. Baker told him he was 
not in need of any additional help 
at the time. 
Spriggs overheard 


the conversation and told Flanni- 
gan of a section job that had been 
offered to him at Non-town but 


which he had decided not to take. 
He then gave him his pass, telling 
him he could uso it. A few min- 
utes later Flannigan left. 


It is supposed that soon after 


leaving tho two men Flaunigan 
either boarded a Colum'bus train 
instead of a Cincinnati train or de- 
cided the section work would not 
be to his liking, and that he would 
try to secure employment at his 
trade as an edge setter at which 
he was an expert. He is said to 
have told friends and acquaint 
anccs that he was going to Cleve 
land to work which might in a 
way account for the Cleveland ad 
dress found upon him. 


The Chillicothe Gazette contain 


ed the following account of Flan 
nigan's tragic death:

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AS TO COUNTY AFFAIRS 


There is no excitement in this campaign, and none of today can 


r«e»ll when there was so little partisan feeling exhibited in one. In 
,o tti as local matters are involved in the outcome this is to be re- 
girded a* altogether fortunate and happy. There ought to be no 
politic.' in the choice of local officials. They ought to stand upon 
tteir own personal merits and each one be chosen irrespective of 
party because individually he appears most suitable to the par- 
ticular place. 


/ If this rule were followed undoubtedly there would be an im- 


proved standard of public service and we would have little of that 
state of offices that is altogether too common. Of course, mistakes 
aw'made in belief as to which is the best man and even the best 
sometimes go wrong, tat we can not look for infallibility in judg- 
ment, or unerringness in human nature. It is up to each citizen to 
do the best he can as the best appears to him. 


Experience in county affairs teaches that most evils in the man- 


agement thereof come from maintaining one party in long control. 
It doean't "make a bit of difference what party it is, or-what county, 
give any one party long and unbroken control, and waste, extrava- 
gance, negligence and .inefficiency, yes, oftimes worse, will char- 
acterize administration. The more certainly the party is fixed in 
power, the more invincible its majorities the more sure is mal-ad- 
minirtration. The best guarantee against this is independence and 
prodence of the voters in from time to time changing the partisan 
character of their officials and never letting it become "a dead sure 
thing" that any fellow can be elected if he gets the nomination on 
the majority ticket. The Times believes this is the most wholesome 
practice that can be introduced into local politics, *hat the most effi- 
eaeiona means of promoting good administration is constant changing 
—rieitlier party nor individual should ever be permitted the delusion 
of ownership of office. It is not going to say to Eepublicans that 
every mail on their ticket is inferior and that they ought to vote 
against the whole of it; it is going to say the fairer and more decent 
thing,,that the Democrats have nominated a ticket of exceptionally 
dean'and capable men.

It appears that on Wednesday 


Flannigan called at the W. A. 
Wurster building on Chillicothe 
street, where the Home Service 
company is erecting a new addi- 
tion. He asked Mr. Baker for a 
job. Mr. Baker told him he was 
not in need of any additional help 
at the time. 
Spriggs overheard 


the -conversation and told:Flanni- 
gari of a section job that had been 
offered to him at Newtown but 
which he.bad-decided not to take. 
He-then gave him his pass, telling 
him lie could use-it. A few min- 
utes later Flannigan left. 


It is supposed that soon after 


leaving the two men Flannigan 
either boarded a Columbus train 
instead of a Cincinnati train or de- 
cided the section work would not 
be to his liking, and that he would 
try to secure employment at his 
trade as an edge setter at which 
he was an expert. lie is said to 
have told friends and ' acquaint- 
ances that he was going to Cleve- 
land to work whieli might in a 
way account for the Cleveland ad- 
dress found upon him. 


The Chillicothe Gazette contain- 


ed tbe following account of Flan- 
nigan's tragic death: 


"Thursday morning about six 


o'clock Clarence Mettler, living on 
the Mettler farm, north of the city, 
had found tbe body of a man on 
(lie N. £ W. railroad tracks, just 
where the road at Franklin Sta- 
tion crosses the tracks. 


, "Upon investigation tbe coro- 


ner found that the victim of. the 
accident had probably been beat- 
ing his way on an N. & "\V. freight, 
some time late Wednesday even- 
ing or early Thursday morning, 
and had fallen beneath the car 
wheels. 


"When found the body was in 


a horribly 
mutilated condition. 


Tbe man's hat was found 
200 


yards away from (lie body 'and 
an arm and part of tbe left hip 
was found about 200 feet farther 
down tbe track. The body of tbe 
unidentified man 
bad probably 


Iain 611 the tracks for some time 
before it was discovered and had 
no doubt been rnu over by more 
than one train. 
The body was 


wedged in between a guard rail
